chile Heroism and banditiy 
mingled on Chile’s 
shattered streets yesterday 
as rescuers braved 
aftershocks digging for sur¬ 
vivors and the government 
sent soldiers and ordered a 
nighttime curfew to quell 
looting. The death toll 
climbed to 708 in one of 
the biggest earthquakes in 
centuries. 

Efforts to determine the 
full scope of destruction 
were undermined by an 
endless string of terrifying 
aftershocks. Officials said 
500,000 houses were 
destroyed or badly 
damaged, and President 
Michelle Bachelet said “a 
growing number” of people 
were listed as missing. 

“We are facing a catastro¬ 
phe of such unthinkable 
magnitude that it will 
require a giant effort” to re¬ 
cover, Bachelet said.

Tsunami no more 
than a glancing blow 


Precautions around the Pacific Ocean 


Hawaii's beaches were 
again filled with sun-soak¬ 
ing tourists as life 
returned to normal yester¬ 
day following a scare from 
a tsunami that raced 
across the Pacific, setting 
off mass evacuations and 
safety worries. 

In Waikiki, beaches bus¬ 
tled as usual with families 
and tourists, children 
played in parks, Navy ships 
returned to Pearl Harbor 
and the waves seemed as 
inviting as ever. 

As it turned out, the 
tsunami caused by Chile’s 
devastating earthquake Sat¬ 
urday wasn’t as dangerous 
as experts first feared. 

In Japan, the biggest wave 
hit the northern island of 
Hokkaido. There were no 
immediate reports of dam¬ 
age from the four-foot 
wave, though some piers 
were briefly flooded. 

As it crossed the Pacific, 
the tsunami dealt populat- 


• Towns along Japan's north¬ 
ern coasts issued evacuation 
orders to 400,000 residents. 

• In Hawaii, the Navy moved a 
half dozen vessels out of Pearl 
Harbor. 

• A cruiser was moved out of 
Naval Base San Diego to avoid 
the surge. 

ed areas — including the 
U.S. state of Hawaii — only 
a glancing blow. 

It had raised fears Pacific 
nations could suffer from 
disastrous waves, like those 
that killed 230,000 people 
around the Indian Ocean in 
December 2004, which oc¬ 
curred with little-to-no 
warning and much confu¬ 
sion about the impending 
waves. 

Officials said the opposite 
occurred after the Chile 
quake: They overstated 
their predictions of the size 


• In Tonga, up to 50,000 peo¬ 
ple fled inland hours ahead of 
the tsunami. 

• On New Zealand's Chatham 
Islands, where hundreds of 
people were evacuated from 
their homes, officials reported 
a wave measured at two me¬ 
tres high. 

of the waves and the threat. 

“We expected the waves 
to be bigger in Hawaii, 
maybe about 50 per cent 
bigger than they actually 
were,” said Gerard Fiyer, a 
geophysicist for the Pacific 
Tsunami Warning Center. 
“We’ll be looking at that.” 

Besides the panic buying 
and hoarding of food and 
supplies, Hawaiian officials 
said everything went as 
planned. 

“I hope everyone learned 
from this for next time,” 
Fiyer said, the associated press

Worst storm 
in decade 
hits Europe 

France A violent late win¬

The storm, named Xyn- 
thia, was the worst in 
France since 1999 when 90 
people died.

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Bikes at stations not locked up just yet

nyone who’s been 
to South Campus 
Transit Station 
lately has likely 
noticed the hulk¬ 
ing metal bike lockers that 
have taken over a signifi¬ 
cant portion of the con¬ 
crete bus island. 

As ETS spokesman Den¬ 
nis Nowicki explains, the 
recently installed lockers 
are part of an ETS pilot 


project, slated to conclude 
sometime in fall of 2010. 

“It actually commenced 
last year,” Nowicki notes. 
“We wanted to test out 
some lockers because there 
was some interest from 
people to have a more se¬ 
cure device in which to 
store their bicycles.” 

However, as Nowicki 
goes on to say, there were 
some problems with the 
lockers’ original design. As 
a result, they were taken 
down, retrofitted to address 
the issues that had been 


raised, and have just now 
been set up again. 

“We’ve added a little win¬ 
dow to them, changed the 
lock hasp ... and there’s 
been a change made so that 
you can open it from the in¬ 
side. In case anybody ever 
got trapped inside one of 
the lockers... they could get 
out.” 

One of the benefits of the 
bike lockers over bike 
racks, Nowicki points out, 
is that a locker provides a 
cyclist’s bike with protec¬ 
tion from the elements. Un¬ 


fortunately, the lockers also 
take up a lot more space 
than regular bike racks — 
and space at transit stations 
is at a premium. 

“We’re not completely 
sold on the idea of these 
types of lockers,” Nowicki 
admits. “We know there’s a 
lot of interest in interfac¬ 
ing cycling with transit, so 
we’ve increased the num¬ 
ber of buses with bike 
racks and increased the 
number of bike racks at a 
number of our transit cen¬ 
tres. And, now, we’re just 


looking at some different 
concepts right now for im¬ 
proved bicycle storage. You 
know, something that 
would offer some weather 
protection.” 

One idea that’s been 
floated around and will be 
tested at the new Eaux 
Claires bus station, has 
been to simply put a roof 
over the bike racks. For sta¬ 
tions that have already 
been designed and built, 
however, retrofitting a roof 
isn’t always as practical. 

“In fall time, we’ll make a 


decision about what we’re 
going to do with the lock¬ 
ers; whether we’re going to 
continue down that road or 
not,” Nowicki concludes. 

So far, he laughs, the new 
lockers haven’t gotten 
enough feedback to make a 
decision. 

“I guess there are some 
people who bike all year 
round but, for most people, 
it’s still winter.”

Internet’s dark side 

Tips to help you guard against online fraud 


The Internet has afforded 
many conveniences — 
banking, shopping, dating 
and getting the latest 
news — all from home. 

But there’s a darker side 
to Internet use: Increased 
risk of becoming a victim 
of fraud. Internet fraud 
comes in many forms, 
from phishing, to click 
fraud, to spam, to online 
marketing, to contests and 
surveys. The list goes on. 

In the past few years, the 
RCMP has seen an alarming 
rise in the number of Inter¬ 
net-based scams in Canada. 

Because the Internet is a 
decentralized network with 
no controlling company or

government, it’s all the 
harder for police to crack 
down on cyber-criminals. 

Tim Richardson, an 
e-commerce professor at 
Seneca College, says much 
of the online fraud is build¬ 
ing towards identity theft, 
which is why it’s impera¬ 
tive to protect sensitive in¬ 
formation. 

Here are some ways to 
guard against Internet 
fraud: 

• Use a different user ID 
and password combination 


for different accounts. 

• Make the passwords 
more complicated than 
just letters and numbers, 
and change them regulaiy. 

• Protect your computer 
with anti-virus software, 
spyware filters, email fil¬ 
ters and firewall programs. 

• Before entering data on 
any website, read their 
unique privacy and securi¬ 
ty policies before entering 
any personal information. 

• If you suspect any 
fraudulent activity online, 
report it to the police. 

• Shop only from rep¬ 
utable online stores and 
make sure their websites 
use encryption.

Oiler scolded by IOC 



The Vancouver Olympics 
saw their second doping 
infraction yesterday, with 
the International Olympic 
Committee announcing it 
had reprimanded a 
Slovakian hockey player 
who took a cold 
medication containing a 
banned stimulant. 

Lubomir Visnovsky, of 
the NHL’s Edmonton Oil¬ 
ers, tested positive for 
pseudoephedrine after a 
qualifying round match. 
The drug is a stimulant 
that was recently put back 
on the World Anti-Doping 
Organization’s prohibited 
list. 

An IOC disciplinary com¬ 
mission declared Vis¬ 
novsky had committed a 
doping infraction. But they 
decided against levelling a 
sanction because the ath¬ 
lete had actually declared 
he was using the drug and 
because tests taken before 


and after a later game 
came up negative. 

Slovakia lost the bronze 
medal match to Finland on 
Saturday. 

Visnovsky told the disci¬ 
plinary commission he had 
taken the over-the-counter 
medication on the advice 
of a trainer with the Oilers, 
and a doctor with the Slo¬ 
vakian team. He said he 
was not aware the product 
he took contained a 
banned stimulant. 


Pseudoephedrine can be 
used as a performance en¬ 
hancer but is also present 
in cold and flu medication. 

It was removed from the 
prohibited drugs list in 
2004 when the IOC decid¬ 
ed to simply monitor for 
its use. But that monitor¬ 
ing showed the number of 
positive tests for pseu¬ 
doephedrine spiked after 
the stimulant was re¬ 
moved from the list.

Crosby skated into the 
corner as 16,000 raucous 
fans in Canada Hockey 
Place, who spent much of 
the game chanting, cheer¬ 
ing, dancing and waving 
flags, erupted in a roar.

“I dreamed of this mo¬ 
ment,” Crosby said after¬ 
wards.

country has won hockey 
gold. 


“It’s unreal,” said goal- 
tender Roberto Luongo.

— in yesterday’s 50-kilome¬ 
tre race. 

However, he’s also said he 
was “crushed” by the deci¬ 
sion. 

He told CTV the blow was 
similar to learning he had 
Stargardt’s disease, an in¬ 
herited macular degenera¬ 
tion that has left him with 
10 per cent of his vision. 

Wirz said McKeever’s 
style is to vent emotionally 
and then carry on. 


“My job is to build Brian 
back up so that he is in the 
best state of mind going in¬ 
to the Paralympics,” he 
said. 

The two will meet and 
spend some time hashing 
over the tumult of the 
Games. 

“The low point is proba¬ 
bly (Saturday). As a Para¬ 
lympic team we will em¬ 
brace him as a team, when 
he comes back to us.” 

He said he’s taken McK¬ 
eever through the 
highs and lows be¬ 
fore. 

McKeever has 
been named to 
World Cup teams, 
but also has had oc¬ 
casions when he 
wasn’t chosen to 
race on the national 
team on the interna¬ 
tional circuit. 

“Not to be able to start 
and not to be able to prove 
that he can be there, that’s a 
hard blow,” Wirz said. “I to¬ 
tally understand that, and 
I’m 100 per cent certain we 
can fix that.” 

McKeever will race the 
biathlon pursuit, the 10- 
lcilometre cross country, 
the 12.5-lcm biathlon and 
the sprints in the Para¬ 
lympic Games, which begin 
March 12. 

McKeever and his broth¬ 
er, Robin, are expected to 
be medal contenders.

What dis¬ 
tinguishes them is an abili¬ 
ty to express incredible tal¬ 
ent and grace in a pres¬ 
sure-filled crucible on the 
international field of play.

With the Olympics just

Ham ’n’ Pea Soup 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 tbsp (25 mL) olive oil 

1 large onion, chopped 

2 3/4 cups (675 mL) frozen 
peas 

3 cups (750 mL) chicken 
stock 

7 oz (200 g) cooked ham, 
diced
